The European 
war has already broken out following the recent declaration of 
war against Gexmnany by Great Britain, France and Poland. After 
the signing of the Soviet-Japanese truce, all external assistance 
which the Chiang Regime has hitherto received ceased. 

In the meantime, Wang Ching Wei has, in the face of 
many difficulties, initiated negotiations for the restoration of 


peace for the salvaticn of this nation. Apart from 


effecting; cooperation with the Reformed and Frovisional 

Gevernments and the bona fide Kuomintans, he is also 

receivings the aid of all non-partisan patriotic individuals 

for the eventual inauguration of a new Central Government.

Wwe Chinese flags flying from many buildings in the Inter- 
national] Settlement and the French Concession yesterday on 
the occasion of the “Double Tenth”, the day past quietly as 
expected and not the slightest incident occurred. A large number 
ef police patrols and search parties were active from early morniuz 
until late last night while curfew was strictly enforced both on 
Monday night and yesterday. 


Military detachments from the Sea- 
forth Highlanders, the East Surreys, 
j the United States Marines and the 
Russian Regiment, S.V.C. were on 
active duty throughout the day and 
two men each were stationed on the 
South side of all bridges over Soc- ; 
chow Creek, while police search’ 
parties were particularly active on 
Honan Road and Szechuen Road 
Bridge where nearly all pedestrians 
and vehicles were searched. §.V.C. 
vans with mounted Lewis-guns 
Patrolied all sectors of the Inter- 
national Settlement while hotels and 
lodging houses were carefully 
searched but without result. 

In the French Concession, the usual 
precautionary measures were taken 
and many streets and alleyways both 
in the Concession and the Settlement, 
were barred by barbed-wire entangle- 
ments which had been erected over- 
night. 

The Chinese population not only 
celebrated the anniversary of the 
Chinese independence yesterday, but 
the day was all the more solemn in 
view of the Chinese victories in 
- Hunan. A number of Chinese public 
bodies yesterday dispatched a tele- 
gram to Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek in which they congratulated the 
troops responsible for the victories 
and assured the Chinese leader of 
. their loyalty, 

The Police Specials weie on duty 
both on Monday night and through- 
out yesterday and assisted the regular 
Police in their duties, while the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps was on . 
“precautionary” although a number 
of units had been on duty on Monday 
night. 

Special precautions were take by 
the Japanese military authorities in 
the vicinity of Shanghai as ther was 
a possibility of guerillas going unto 
action. Up to a late hour last night, 

_ however, no_ information to that 
efiect was available. 

The Chinese press was filled with 
congratulatory messages addressed to 
‘the Chungking Government in which 
the loyalty of the Shanghai Chinese 
was borne out, while assurances were °

Theatres and other places of amuse-

?reconstruction of the nation through the war of resistance. 


The Nation-Wide Winter Clothing Soliciting 
Movement Committee will aim at the obtaining of 3,000,000 
cotton padded vests for the current year.
